Cody and signed by Mr. John D. Eaton. 

The premises to which the Margaret Eaton School will 
be moving are situate in the former home of the late Mr. and 
Mrs. E. R. Wood on the west side of Queon’s Park between the 
Museum and the crescent. The house is presently known as 
Wymilwood. 



Mr. Rankin, the Comptroller of the University, advised 
that the library location in the building had been selected and 
that the $10,000 which this Company donated in 1942 would be 







used as designated for the furnishing and equipping of this 
library. The furnishings, etc., are to be selected by Mrs. 
Adelaide Marriott of the University of Toronto and she is to 
deal with our Mr. V. D. Tucker in the Contract Department with 
regard to this. In talking to Mr. Tucker, he agreed that he 
vouid communicate with Mrs. Marriott and give us some advice — 
regarding a portrait of the late Mrs. Timothy Eaton which was'" 
to be presented by this Company to them and to be hung in the 
library, which was to be known as the Margaret Eaton Library.
